It Now Appears That City Had No 


Right to Close Wall Street—As the 
Matter Now Stands Mr. Baines Is 
On Top—Case Means Much to the 
City. 


Ex-Mayor Frank S. Baines is in high 


gli-e. and it is all owing to the decision 
handed down by the supreme court of 
the state of Wisconsin yesterday in the 
case of Frank S. Baines vs. the City'of 
Janesville. and Chicago .v. Northwest- 
ern Eailway Company. 


The supreme court, after going care- 


fully over the case, has denied the mo- 
tion for a rehearing made by the defend- 
ants. 
As the matter now rests it looks 


as though Mr. Baines was master of 
the situation, and that the city of Janes- 
ville and the Chicago k Northwestern 
Eailway Company acted rather hastily 
when they vacated that portion of Wall 
street crossed by the railroad tracks. 
Just what the next step will be in the 
matter of a final settlement remains to 
be seen. 


Tin- Case Was Interesting. 


To the supreme court the case was 


appealed by the. 
plaintill' Frank S. 


Baines. from an order made by the cir- 
cuit court of Eock county, Nov. 1!), 
1S97, denying the application of said 
plaintiff for an injunction restraining 
the defendant, City'of Janesville, from 
vacating those parts of Wall street and 
Marion street described in the complaint 
and denying the application for an in- 
junction restraining the defendant, the 
Chicago & Northwestern Eailway com- 
pany, from stopping up, obstructing or 
building platforms or sheds. The ac- 
tion was first begun by the serving of a 
summons on November 17, 1897. the 
complaint being served the same day. 


Mr. Baines in his complaint objected 


strongly to the vacating of Wall street, 
claiming that Wall street is one of the 
principal highways of the city, having 
beer, used by the public for more than 
thirty years.. Mr. Baines further •claims 
that in 1892 ho erected a tobacco ware 
house at the corner of AVull and Madison 
streets, making inprovemcnts that fig- 
ured a total cost of about 310,000. and 
that if Wall street was closed at the 
point in question it would 
injure his 


property. 
He also claimed to enjoy an 


annual business of about 8200,000."and 
that if the street was closed it would in- 
jure his business. 


Not All Signed. 


When the petition was circulated for 


Wall street property owners to sign, 
every owner of prop'erty on the street 
| did not append his signature, the city 
claiming that only two-thirds was need- 
ed. When the case was in the courts 
the city vacated this street, and the 
railroad company lost no time in occu- 
pying it by building a platform over its 
entire width. 


In the circuit court of Eock county 


the case was first tried, and 
a decision 


was handed down in favor of the defend- 
ants. 
An 
iippeal 
was 
then taken 


by the plaintill' to the supreme court at 
Madison. 
and 
a 
decision 
was 


rendered in favor 
of the 
plaintiff. 


The Chicago jt Northwestern railway

War Department Will Soon Make 


Wholesale 
Discharges, 


HALF PRESENT FORCE TO GO, 


Selections Saltl to Have Been IMiule, but 


the 
Nunies Arc Wlthliel<l from 
the 


frets—Some Chaugcs In the Lint May 
Be Made. 


Washington, Seyt. 21.—The reorgani- 


zation of the 
volunteer army 
into 


corps, divisions and brigades will soon 
strike higher and affect others than 
regimental officers. 
In a few days the 


war department will bejrin the work of 
discharging from the volunteer service 
half of the present force of general 
officers and officers of the general staff. 


When the volunteer army was re- 


duced to 100,000 men by the order to 
muster out half of the volunteer regi- 
ments with the regimental officers, it 
left a majority of the officers of the 
general staff, including both major and 
torigadier generals, without any com- 
mands. 


There are nov- 
r in the service of the 


tTnited States volunteer army eighteen 
major generals and seventy brigadier 
generals. If no change is made in the 
present plans this force will be reduced 
one-half, or to nine major generals and 
thirty-five brigadier generals. The gen- 
erals who are to be discharged have all 
been selected, but their names are be- 
ing withheld on account of any changes 
which may be made. It is understood, 
however, that the officers who are to be 
discharged are those .whose commands 
have been ordered mustered out. As in 
the case of the regimental officers who 
•were mustered out along with 
then 


regiments, the generals will be given 
the usual furlough before being actual 
ly discharged. 


Although all names are being with- 


held, it is generally understood tha 
the major generals who will be 
re- 


tained in the service are Shatter, Lee 
Wheeler, Otis, Kent, Keifer, Lawton 
Wade, Men-lam and Breckinridge. On 
account of the brigadier generals being 
so numerous the names of the ones wh 
will be discharged cannot be positivelj 
ascertained.

Employes in Our Stores Need Some 


Time For Rest and Recreation—I 
Is An Unnecessary 
Hardships to 


Compel Them to "Work Both Night 
and Day. 
There is considerable opposition in 


some quarters to the movement among 
merchants in favor of keeping the stores 
open to a later hour in the evenings 
than has been the custom of late years. 
Among others. J. M. Bostwick A: Sons 
have entered their protest. 
They^say 


that the plan in vogue during the past 
tour years of closing early has become 
so thoroughly understood by the people 
that they have gotten all over thinking 
of it as iin inconvenience. 
"Who would 


deny merchants and clerks the little 
time that four evenings a week gives 
them to get their mind oil' from busi- 
ness.and to think of other things'.'" they 
ask. -It is certainly a great relief to a 
man who has a home, to sit down after 
supper and feel that he i.s free, to do as 
he pleases, after 
a hard day's ' work. 


What are we living for? Is the greed of 
gain the only tiling? Have people who 
work hiostores no rights? Wh)' should 
th» clerk be obliged lo work so much 
longer than the day laborer? Laboring 
people sympathize with the clerks: they 
realize what a drudgery life becomes not 
only to the salespeople, but to the pro- 
prietors as well, to have to work every 
r.ighl." 


The Messrs. Bostwick hold that "dry 


goods merchants have the interests of 
•the city fit heart, but they know that 
there is no money in keeping the stores 
open nights more than twice a week and 
are also aware that their employes really 
keed a little diversion to make them 
take the right interest in business.

Terrible Loss of Life in a Burn- 


ing Elevator. 


VICTIMS 
WERE 
PENNED 
IN. 


Spontaneous Combustion tho Cause ol 


the Destruction of the Union RuHroat] 
Transportation Company's Grnln Kle- 
rator at Toledo, Ohio—List of the Dead. 


Toledo, O., Sept. 21.—Ten 
persons 


cremated, eight more fatally burned 
•nd eight seriously injured is the rec- 
ord of the most disastrous fire that ever 
occurred in Toledo. The spontaneous 
combustion of dust in the grain ele- 
•vator owned by Paddock, Hodge & Co. 
Tuesday night caused this terrible de- 
struction of life, and none of those who 
•were taken out after the fire started 
•was far enough from death's door to 
tell any of the horrible details. 


William J. Parks, the superintendent, 


after being blown through the window 
ol the lower story, 
was 
conscious 


enough for a moment to say that at 
about 8:30 there was a terrible explo- 
sion on the south side o£ the elevator, 
and that he knew there were about 
twenty men at work on the seven floors 
of the 
enormous 
building. 
Besides 


those regularly employed at the eleva- 
tor the three children of William J. 
Parks were visiting him at the time. 
One of these may recover from his 
•burns, but Grace, a 17-yeav-old girl, 
is burned almost beyond • recognition, 
and Harold, the third child, has not 
•been found, being either 
blown 
to 


atoms or cremated.

At 8:30 the people of East Toledo 


•were startled by a terrific explosion, 
-which caused a panic all over the 
neighborhood. Houses were shaken as 
in an earthquake, and windows were 
chattered for blocks around. Those in 
the vicinity of the Union elevator soon 
noticed flames bursting from all sides 
of the building. It was but a few min- 
utes till the fire department of the city 
'T>egan the work of rescue, which was 
rendered difficult 'by the terrific heat 
of the fire. The river cut off escape 
on one side, and there 
the 
flames 


seemed to be less fierce. The families 
of a dozen men who were known to be | 
at work within, rushed to the scene, ' 
and women calling for their impris- j 
oned husbands, brothers and fathers, j 
made a scene indescribable. 


It was learned that the force of 


twenty men expected to load 80,000 
bushels of grain during the 
night. 


Not one of the entire number could 
be seen in any part of the building, 
and it was impossible to reach them 
in any way. William Parks was found 
first. 
He was twenty feet from the 


"building, frightfully burned and his 
clothing almost entirely torn off.

long survive. 
Fireman 


David Kemp and Charles Keifer, the 
engineer, were found at their places 
in the engine 
rooms. They were 


wounded >!y falling timbers and their 
faces were charred to a crisp by the 
flames. 


The little daughter of William Parks 


•was sitting at the desk in the office 
at the time of the explosion, and she 
-was hurled out 
of the 
door. 
She 


•walked down the elevation on which 
the building stands and dropped down, 
to be carried away unconscious, suf- 
fering from wounds from which she 
cannot recover. 


John Smith was fatally burned. He 


•was literally disembowled and 
was 


taken to a hospital to die. The miss- 
ing men are doubtless all dead. No 
trace can be found of any of them, 
and as they were employed at 
the 


top of the elevator their chances for 
escape were hut slight. 


The heat became so intense 
that 


twenty cars standing on sidings near 
the burning building were added to 
the loss. The fire department had a 
hard struggle to save other elevators 
and property. 


The bridge across the Maumee river 


was on fire several times, but outside 
the loss of the elevator the damage is 
slight. 


Mr. Paddock, a member of the firm

The 


president passed an hour and a half 
in the various wards and departments 
of the institution, going from cot to cot 
and extending a personal greeting to 
each one of nearly 400 patients. 


The president carefully inspected the 


kitchen and examined the food supplied 
to the hospital patients. At the con- 
clusion of his examination he expressed 
himself well satisfied with the arrange- 
ments .made for caring for the sick, but 
desired it to be understood that the 
patients were to want for nothing that 
-would improve their condition or ren- 
der them more comfortable. 
The pa- 


tients were particularly pleased at thc 
visit of the president, and Maj<r. Davis 
said, as the party left the hospital, 
that it would do more to cheer up the 
sick men than any Quantity of medi- 
cine. 


The president is making progress in 


the matter of preparation of the com- 
mission for the investigation of the 
conduct of the war so far as it relates 
to the war department, and he stated 
to members oi the cabinet that he had 
so far completed the commission thai 
he had invited the members to meet 
him for a conference at the white house 
on Saturday next, with the view to be- 
ginning their work next week. Seven 
of the nine members of the body have 
definitely indicated their acceptance of 
the president's invitation, and he ex- 
pressed himself as being very confident 
of being able to secure the services of 
the other two gentlemen necessary to 
complete the quota of nine by the time 
set for the conference.
